A PRESS CONVENTION. 


The R ecord-U nion has not the least 
disposition to throw cold water U|h>ii the 
■schemes of the Central Slate Board of 
Trade. On the contrary, it approves its 
activity and heartily encourages its lalxirs 
to bring a) km it unity of effort in s e c u rin g 
for Central California its share of [iros[.or- 
ity and new life, and will Ire second to none 
in advancing its purposes. 
But the call 
issued by the Board for a convention of 
newspaper men, this journal does not 
deem wise. 
Nothing practical will come of it. 
We 
have never heard of a journalistic conven­ 
tion that amounted to much. 
Editors and 
publishers do well enough when thev 
gather for a social purpose, a junketing 
trip or a “ day ofl ; ’ hut in a business con­ 
vention they accomplish nothing. The 
fortress of the newspaper 
man is his 
desk, and the weaponry ot his influence 
th e columns of his journal. The editors 
and publishers who meet as such to agree 
upon a policy to lie pursued, by that verv 
a rt lessen the influence of their journals- 
The impersonality of the newspaper is its 
ower of strength. 
It does not represent 
the ideas of one man, or two, or a dozen, 
but reflects the concrete of public opinion, 
and is the exponent of public thought. 
1 here is no instance on record where a 
convention of journalists accomplished 
any great results, or eveu swayed for a 
week the journals over which the mem­ 
bers presided. 
I lie conscientious newspaper occupies 
the judicial attitude constantly. 
It is its 
office to record faithfully, reflect public 
opinion, to advocate its honest beliefs, to 
expose corruption, oppose wrong and up­ 
hold the right. But it does not accomplish by 
resolutions, nor achieve according to form­ 
ulas. 
1 he proposed convention of news­ 
paper men will have not so much importance 
as a convention of an equal number of cit- 
hs called from several influential walks of 
'ife, lieenuse the avowed purjiose of the 
call for the journalistic assemblage is to 
fashion and control the expression of the 
press, and that being known llie expres­ 
sion tiiat follows loses force. 
li the Board of Trade has any special 
.in unrevealed purposes which it desires 
the press to aid in achieving, it will soon­ 
est accomplish them bv stating its case 
ami trusting to the strength of the reasons 
underlying it and the desirability and 
justice of the end to lie attained, to com­ 
mand the supjort of the newspapers. 
The 
press of this State is pledged to advance 
the avowed ends of the Board, because they 
are commendable, patriotic, sound, and ad­ 
dress themselves to the self interests of the 
communities the 
newspapers represent. 
I hey caunot be made more loyal or roused 
. i greater partisanship in behalf of Cali­ 
fornia by any. convocation of their publish­ 
ers or writers. 
The proposed convention 
can do no special h arm : 
we do not 
believe it will accomplish any great good. 
r he metropolitan journals will not be reji- 
•-sented 
at least there is no instance on 
record in which they have had delegates 
any newspajier convention. 
And this 
-cry (act will tend to belittle the convoca­ 
tion and limit its influence. 
We are honestly of the opinion that the 
Board will act with greater wisdom by de 
clariug the convention "ofli" than by con­ 
tinuing to make arrangements for its assem 
bling. and that it will better far for the in­ 
terest- of Central and Northern California 
that any appeals to the press in their lie- 
half Ik» made within the proper forum of 
th e newspaper. 


SUMMER HEAT HERE AND ELSEW HERr. 


A leading New A ork paper, referring to 
the great heat that so recently affected the 
East, say : 
“ The most objectionable feat­ 
ure of the humid heat, of which we have 
had so much lately, is that it tends to 
<'hcck perspiration. 
Very great extremes 
o f heat can Ik1 endured if j>erspiration is 
kept up. 
Dry heat is easily endurable be­ 
cause in such weather the pores are active. 
I .ms overylxxlv knows that a much greater 
degree of heat can be borne in a Turkish 
bath than ¡(j a Rustían bath, a Turkish 
l>eing hot air and a Russian bath steam. 
In a I urkish bath the temperature verv 
nearly reaches the boiling point. 
Almost 
u- great a heat is endured by men who 
work inside the large boilers which are 
lieing made for ocean steamers. The metal 
of these toilers is heated nearly red hot. 
Men are able to remain inside of them hut 
a very few minutes. 
Undoubtedly, should 
perspiration lie checked while they were 
in this temperature, they would he in great 
danger. 
But the («ores are kept ojien by­ 
drinking, while engaged at work, great 
quantities of water mixed with oatmeal.” 
This illustrates in a striking manner the 
advantage* of the California climate, con­ 
trasted with that of the Atlantic coast. 
Thermometrically, our 
temperature 
in 
th e valleys is higher than west of the 
Mis-issippi, but the drvnes- of the at- 
iu «sphere here renders the heat rcaily 
more endurable at 104° than 8-3° on the 
other side of the continent. 
Moreover, 
■the fact that in spiration is not checked 
by humidity of the atmosphere enables us 
to make greater exertion under a high 
temi*erature than i- possible at the East. 
W e are able to demonstrate tlrat men is 
field an 1 factory lose no hours of labor, 
while their fellows at the East are fre- 
Hjuently c u u jk !led to cease from labor on 
Jiat days, at great loss to employers, thus 


adding to all estimates of great works a j 
considerable item of allowance that enters 
into no calculation here. So, too, the hu­ 
midity of the atmosphere along the At­ 
lantic coast in summer heat results in 
sultry nights, that leave the people after a 
night of supposed rest, prostrated, to a de­ 
gree, and unable to accomplish as much 
lal>or on the succeeding day as if they had 
lieeu refreshed by a night’s sleep in a de­ 
liciously cool atmosphere, such as charac- 
iz.es the summer nights in California. 
These facts are of the order that address 
themselves with particular force to our 
Eastern friends who are making inquiry 
into the truth of the claims of Californi­ 
ans for the climate of their State. 


T h e successful cremation at Los An­ 
geles has led San Francisco journals to 
debate the issue between the crematory 
and the grave. The Chronicle takes the 
affirmative for cremation, and declares that 
it is rejected only because of the deep- 
rooted prejudice in which the people have 
been educated by custom. To this the 
Examiner takes exception, and declares 
that there is much to be said upon both 
sides of the question. 
In fact this is not 
a defensible allegation. 
All reason is in 
favor of the cremation process. 
In all 
the literature of the subject—and 
we 
think we have read the most of it—but 
one argument outside of pure prejudice 
ami sentiment is advanced, and that is 
that cremation destroys the evidences that 
might lead to the detection of crime. 
If, 
for argument’s sake, this were admitted, 
there remains nothing of practical reason 
to 1* said against the cremation of the 
ninety-nine hundredths who die natural 
deaths, in which there can possibly arise 
no question of criminal secrecy or dis­ 
covery. Cremation represents hygenic ad­ 
vance, sanitary progress, economical dis­ 
posal of the dead. 
Sepulture stands for 
decay of the most loathsome order, for 
contribution to the causes of disease and 
epidemic, for heavy cost to the living 
augmentation of human agony, and the 
accomplishment by slow and noisome pro­ 
cesses of that which science reaches by 
speedy, inoffensive and rational methods— 
for incineration and decay are in their 
ultim ate results the same. 


T h e reduction of passenger rates upon 
alif. irnia railroads, as proposed by Com­ 
missioner Abbott, has been met by acqui­ 
escence on the part of the railroad com- 
ianies, and without any friction whatever. 
The companies have shown that they are 
not only disposed, but anxious to do all 
things possible within reason, to advance 
the prosperity of the State. 
The reduc- 
ion came when the time for it arrived, 
and not a moment earlier. 
The same end 
•ould not have been attained some years 
ago by coercive measures, without incalcu­ 
lable harm to the passenger carriers, and 
which would have been reflected in the 
trade and industry of the State. 
Pre­ 
cisely as the State grows, augments its 
population and enlarges its industries and 
production, the adaptation of carriage 
rates to State progress takes place. 
It is 
the result of natural laws which can 
neither be forced nor d ecked in their 
operation. 
The Commissioners realized 
this truth, and have acred in harmonv 
with it, with gratifying -esults and with­ 
out any disturbance of ihe cordial rela­ 
tions between the carriers and the public. 


1 h e federal Railroad Commissioners 
came to California with the political intent 
of arousing the supposed anti-railroad sen­ 
tim ent of the State to a degree of aggres­ 
siveness that would result in placing lau­ 
rels ii|Hm the brows of tin Commissioners 
and wea|>ons of victory in the hands of the 
Democracy. 
A more miserable failure was 
never known. The schema collapsed ere it 
drew 
its second breath. 
The 
people 
have manifested as plainly, as it is possible 
for public opinion to do, that they have 
passed over and beyond the stage of un­ 
reasoning antagonism to the great railroad 
industries, and that they do not propose to 
recall the old times of distrust, demagogy 
and industrial suicide. 


S a y s the San Francisco Call: 
“ R ea l 
estate iiooms leave something behind them 
in the way of betterments. 
Lots are 
graded, walls are built, streets are sewered, 
houses are erected, water is introduced. 
These 
improvements remain after the 
boom subsides. 
They are so much to the 
good.” 
Yes, and the way to invite and 
secure a boom is to put the “ betterm ents’’ 
in advance of it. 
If w e are correetlv in­ 
formed, Isis Angeles and S ail Diego and 
Riverside began their improvements before 
the lioom really set in. 
Indisposition to 
improve repels the boom. 


T h e San Francisco Call, reviewing the 
commercial situation, finds in it excellent 
promise for an active fall business. 
Trade 
always responds to liberal investments in 
land. 
In the last two weeks the vaults of 
San Francisco have been unlocked and 
idle capital lias been distributed in Santa 
< lara, Alameda, Sonoma, Contra Costa 
and Santa Cruz counties, and in the way 
of land purchases. 
This in itself has 
t 'tided to stimulate trade and give confi­ 
dence and encouragement to the merchant 
class. 


R e f e r r i n g to the boom in California 
real estate, the New York Times, which is 
jH-ssimistic as' a rule, asks : 
“ Is this an 
actual increase, and can it be maintained ? 
Is it not rather the result of wild specula­ 
tion, which 
has 
tem porarily 
inflated 
values? 
We think not. 
Valuations 
have been too low heretofore. 
The fact is. 
the jieople are just beginning to realize 
what the real value and full desirability 
of home site- in California are. 


CONVICT LABOR QUESTION. 


A R e so lu tio n A b a n d o n ed b y I ts F a th e r 
a n d S u p p o rted a s a n U rp h a n . 
Eos. R e c o rd - U n io n : I was much amused 
a id not a little surprised at the manner in 
which the labor question was bandied, and 
yet not handled, by one of the Prison Di­ 
rectors at the last meeting of the Board at 
San Quentin. The real facts do not appear 
to have found their way iato public print, 
and hence I send you the transaction as it 
occurred. 
Some time aeo the State Board of Prison 
Directors passed a resolution 
that after 
September 1st, the door and sash factory 
now 
in 
operation 
at 
San 
Quentin 
should be discontinued. The company 
having the contract for this work were 
building a factory of their own and in­ 
tended to commence operations some time 
in August. The Directors desired toemploy 
the convicts engaged in the factory in 
building the new jute mill. Owing to the 
unprecedented demand for lumber, the 
company were delayed some three months 
m obtaining their building material. The 
overnor’s illness has delayed the full 
preparation of plans for 
the new jute 
mill and consequently the management 
could not utilize the labor of the convicts 
by September 1st as anticipated. 
The 
door company asked; at the last meeting of 
the Board an extension of ninety days, be­ 
fore the final shutting down of the mill. 
All 
of 
the members 
of 
the 
Board 
were in 
favor of 
granting 
the time 
asked for except Director Sonntag. 
Director Filcher drew up a resolution 
granting the time asked for. The Chair- 
main, Mr. Boggs, asked him if he moved 
its adoption. Filcher answered that he did 
not; but desired some one else to present 
it. Mr. Boggs then called Director Devlin 
to the chair, and introduced the resolution 
drawn up by Mr. Filcher. W’heu the roll 
was called. Filcher said : “ I desire not to 
vote. 
I want to see how the thing is going, 
and I don’t want to vote unless it is neces­ 
sary.” 
Mr. Devlin replied : “ Mr. Filcher, 
you are a member of this Board, and we 
are entitled to the benefit of your judg­ 
ment. I don’t propose to allow you to 
buttle around and find how the vote 
stands and trim your sails accordingly. 
This is your resolution, and vou ought to 
have an opinion about it. If'you want to 
vote against your own resolution, do so. 
but be manly about it.” 
His name was on 
motion passed, and when the other mem­ 
bers had voted the temporary Chairman, 
Mr. Devlin, desired the Clerk to call Mr. 
Filcher’s name again. Filcher said he de­ 
sired to be excused from voting, but Mr. 
Devlin ruled he could not be excused with­ 
out a motion. Mr. Boggs then moved that 
Mr. Filcher be excused from vo'ing and 
the Chairman put the motion 
“ All in 
favor of excusing Mr. Filcber from voting 
on his own resolution, will say aye.” The 
gentleman was excused. W hy ‘didn't he 
want to vote?

S e n a to r S ta n fo rd 's D e fe n se . 
The Chicago Inter- Ocean, speaking of the 
recent railroad investigation in this State, 
says: Senator Stanford makes an explicit 
reply to tbe demands of the Pacific Rail­ 
way Commissioners' petition to the United 
States Circuit Court. The petition was that 
the Court should compel him to answer 
certain interrogatories which he has hith­ 
erto declined to answer. 
In part, the Sen­ 
ator defends his actions upon a somewhat 
subtle distinción between such properti 
and acts of the Central Pacific Railway 
over which the United States has control 
and such properly and acts as in his opin­ 
ion it has no control. In part, he defends 
himself by affirmation that “questions 
have been asked and a 'line of examination 
prompted by disaffected and hostile per­ 
sons, whose aim was more the pursuit of 
personal enmity of a private character 
than the interest of the public at large or 
the ends of justice.” 
The first of the Senator’s averments will 
invoke minute inquiry as to the Acts of 
Congress giving aid to the construction of 
tha road, and into Acts ot the State of Cali­ 
fornia empowering the organization of the 
railway company. The second appeals, in 
part at least, to the court of public opinion 
Tbe sole objects of all inquiries of tbe Pa­ 
cific Railway Commission should I 
the 
conservation of public lands, and th > en- 
loreenient of such duties as the railways 
agreed to perform in return for grants of 
national land or national loans of money 
If its inquiries have been in whole ,r in 
part directed to the gratification < f personal 
malice or the manufacture of political cap­ 
ital, these inquiries may themselves be­ 
come the subjects of inquiry in Congress 
and out of it. 
As to the vital allegation growing out of 
his refusal to answer what he regards as 
extra judicial .¡uesiious propounded by the 
Commission, the Senator savs: “ I have 
never corrupted n..r attempted to corrupt 
any member of a Legislature, or any Con­ 
gressman, or auy public official, nor have 1 
authorized any one to do so.” This is plain 
speaking, and it fe the speech of a man 
whose word is entitled to credence. So far 
as Senator Stanford is concerned, it will 
henceforth be believed that there has been 
neither corruption nor attempted corrup­ 
tion of officials or legislators on behalf of 
the Central Pacific. The reply is an ex­ 
cellent vindication of personal integrity.

hands. This plan has been found by this 
firm to afford very satisfactory results, and 
it is believed could be adopted generally by 
California growers with profit. Two cards 
just received back from the East, we are 
permitted to publish, as showing tbe work­ 
ings of the plan, and interesting comments 
which come back from those who eat our 
fruits at the East. The card placed in the 
box on the 1st instant was dated, and read 
as follows:

WORKING 
FOR A 
BOOM. 


A C h a p ter on B o o m s, by a M an W h o H a s j 
•' Been There.” 
Et>s. R euohd-Ukion : In one exchange [ 
we read : “ The boom is moving n o rth ;” 
in an o th er: “ The boom is going this 
way 
in a third : “ The boom is approach­ 
ing.” 
The inference in each case is that a 
boom is something that comes of its own 
accord, and that patient waiting is 
a 
synonym for active work. 
Booms are created by direct and certain 
causes, and will no more come without 
them than storms approach without wind 
and clouds. Any locality in the fruit belt 
of California ean'create a boom with a few 
thousand dollars expended in a judicious 
manner. 
It can advance its real estate, 
quadruple its land sales, and cause an in­ 
flux of new settlers and create a building 
furor within a year from any given date, 
if it will substitute working for a boom in­ 
stead of waiting for one. 
No one thing will produce a boom—it is 
tbe combination of many causes; it is not 
the cutting up of land, the bringing in of 
water, or the mere advertising of the place, 
but there must be a unity of all of these. 
Most men distrust their own judgment in 
investing their money. Take four men out 
of five who have $1,000 to invest, and they 
ask the advice of som eone who has made 
money how to invest what they have, in a 
manner that will be safe, and at the same 
time bring them some returns. The best 
business men in any community are thus 
approached every week. 
There are other men who are ashamed to 
confess this lack of business tact or judg­ 
ment, and who hold their monev a long 
time before investing. Now, a boom means 
this : Men of recognized business tact and 
ability see a chance to invest their coin. 
They know that their example will be fol­ 
lowed by scores of others, who would not 
venture if left to themselves, and that the 
price of land will go up rapidly; that, if 
they so choose, they can dispose of their 
investments at a good advance, and thev 
possess the experience and the knowledge 
to know when to buy and when to sell. 
Hundreds of other men watch these leaders 
and follow their example. As at the gam­ 
bling table a few tuen do all tbe guessing 
as to which cards will win. and tbe others 
try to follow these lucky fellows, so it is in 
speculations in land—three-fourths of the 
buyers are purchasing on the brains and 
pluck of the other fourth. 
If any town or city or country district 
wants to create a boom, tbere is. first ot all, 
one thing to be done—attention must be 
called to it by any means that lies in its 
power. As in advertising a business, it 
makes no difference wliac the plan is so 
long as it accomplishes the desired result. 
So in creating a boom—it does not matter 
what means are pursued, as long as the 
object is gained; in each case tbe point 
being to get every one to talking about you. 
In starting a boom, maps, pamphlets, cir­ 
culars, 
meetings, dispatches, descriptive 
letters, samples of its fruit, fairs, news­ 
paper articles, subdivision of land, the 
bringing in of water, all combine to bring 
the locality before the public and get every 
one interested in the locality. 
Occasionally we meet with those who 
wonder that one locality is progressing and 
another is not, that laud is advancing, that 
people are docking there, new buildings are 
going up and that new enterprises are be­ 
ing all the time pushed forward. They 
say, “ We have just as good a country, we 
grow better fruits, we raise bigger crops, 
our land is cheaper and we are nearer a 
market. W hy don’t people come here?” 
For the best reason in the world. 
You 
have done nothing to convince business 
men and others who lead off in invest­ 
ments that you are determined to push for­ 
ward your hom e; that you are a live se t: 
that you are awake to what is beiug doné 
about you. The moment you do this, the 
moment you make a right start, you begin 
to attract attention. Then if you keep 
right on. and in the language of tbe cow­ 
boys, “ Whoop up your town for all there 
is i;i it, ’ people begin to make inquiries 
concerning you. 
Then they visit your 
locality, and soon they are ready to invest 
their money, and then comes a rush of 
others, and almost before yon know it the 
boom is upon you. 
Take San Jose as an exam ple: the boom 
did not come unasked or ueinvited ; it was 
worked up. Splendid editions of tbe lead­ 
ing papers were gottm up long ago. The 
people of San Jose (worked for tbeir boom 
and paid for if; tu t did not wait to have 
some one else send it to them. 
If Sacramento wants a boom of the same 
kind, -he roust keep at the good w ork she 
has been doing, tibe must issue circulars 
in pocket-form, that a man can car y in his 
pocket. She must' send out maps . get up 
attractive good cut*and lithographs; must 
use ber great journals, and pay them 
handsomely; must work to have the big 
land holdings cut an and water brought in. 
But tbe ■■ will follow just as soon as people 
see they are demanded. Above all, you 
must make peop.e realize that you are 
working for success and not nailing tor it.

The Call, referring to the distribution of 
the text-books in the public schools of that 
city, says . “ Superintendent Anderson has 
received thus far from the Principalsof the 
schools $7,197 05, the proceeds of sales of 
State text-books to pupils. A number of 
Principals have not yet been heard from. 
Of the above am ount $5,892 05 was depos­ 
ited with tbe City and County Treasurer 
yesterday to be placed to the credit of the 
revolving fund, and $1,305 the Superin­ 
tendent sent to Sacramento for more books. 
The money was received in small silver 
change and nickels, and when the Superin­ 
tendent (Jaced ou the Treasurer’s table an 
array of sacks, mainly tilled with quarters, 
dimes and half dimes, to be assorted and 
counted, the clerks in the office stood 
aghast. 
Besides the money' there are re­ 
ceipts for books furnished gratis to pupils 
whose parents are in poor circumstances, 
and which amount to between 8150 and 
$200. As the revolving fund will he re­ 
duced by that amount, unless it is made up 
in some wav. and as it is desirable to m ain­ 
tain the fund intact, tbe Superintendent 
will (iresent the receipts as vouchers to the 
Supervisors and ask them for I he money.”

T he specim ens of choice fiu it now com ­ 
ing into the city by box and train loads 
would charm to astonishm ent the Eastern 
people, could they see the quality and com ­ 
prehend the lim itless production. Certainly 
the quality of m ost ot 41ie fruit now coin­ 
ing to m arket is excellent, and m uch of it 
of a very high order. 
A m ong noticeably 
fine sam ples exam ined yesterday were boxes 
from th e orchard of Mrs. M .'E. Maxfield, 
four m iles southeast of Florin. T he sam ­ 
ples were of the late Crawford variety, very 
large, finely colored an d flavored, and 
grow n entirely w ithout irrigation. 
Boxes 
of orange cling from (f. W . Harlow, of 
B righton, were exceedingly large and fine, 
as also were late Crawfords from J . T. 
O riftitt’s orchard at C ourtland. 
T he last 
nam ed were bouncers, and only sam ples 
from 1,000 bearing trees o f the sam e va­ 
riety. 
O rchardist» are com m encing to turn 
th eir attention strongly to canning and 
d rying this first-class fruit, and this m ethod 
of dis¡>osal of it should be developed very 
greatly, as the fact th at growers prepare 
fruit and can 
take 
care of 
whatever 
they cannot sell green at rem unerative 
prices, will m ake them far m ore independ­ 
ent of buyers and com m ission m en, and 
in proportion as they can be independent 
will their dem and for good prices be re­ 
spected. 
First-class fruit is as m uch better 
dried and canned, as to quality, as is is in 
dem and w hen sold by the box.

FULLY EXONERATED. 


Jo h n H e rm a n n '* C h a rg es A g a in st O fficer 
L o w ell H a v e a B o o m e ra n g T e u d e n c y 
T he Board of Police Com m issioners m et 
yesterday, all the m em bers present, to 
veatigate the charges of conduct unbecom ­ 
ing an officer presented against officer Low­ 
ell by Jo h n H erm ann. 
T he latter, it will 
be recollected, set forth in his com plaint 
th at on Sunday m orning, the 14th instant, 
at the hour of 5 a . m.. w hile he was on his 
way to the depot, intending to start on the 
6 o’clock train for San Francisco to attend 
to m atters of business of gteat importance, 
he heard ioud and unusuai noises proceed­ 
ing from the southw est corner ot Fourth 
and I, streets, and upon looking in the 
direction whence cam e the noises, discov­ 
ered a m a n and w om an engaged in a quar­ 
rel and m aking dem onstrations tow ard each 
other, as if they were about to engage in a 
fisticuff encounter. 
Being curious to know 
the cause of the difficulty, he stopped and 
w atched them for a few m om ents. 
W hile 
he was thus engaged officers Low ell and 
M cCormack cam e up and placed the par­ 
ties under arrest. 
H e was in the act o f re­ 
sum ing his footsteps 
tow ard th e depot, 
when officer M cCormack addressing him , 
exclaim ed: 
“ H old on, we want you as a 
witness.” 
H e accompanied the officer to 
the citv prison, w here the day jai er was in- 
formeil byJofficerMcCormael jtbat.H erm ann 
was to be detained as a witness only. 
I n ­ 
stead of being detained as a witness be was 
charged w ith the crim e of disturbing the 
peace, and he believed that he was thus 
charged at th e instance of officer Lowell. 
H erm ann further stated in the charges th at 
officer Lowell had for a long tim e enter­ 
tained a feeling of enm ity against him , be­ 
cause the latter was a witness against Low­ 
ell’s father w hile he was on trial for m ur­ 
der in the Superior Court in 1885, and that 
the charge preferred by Lowell against 
him was actuated by iiersonal enm ity, and 
not because Loweli believed he had viola­ 
ted a public law. 
A t the session of the Board yesterday J . 
J . W est appealed as counsel for H erm ann, 
I. S. Brown for the defendant, and the City 
A ttorney skirm ished about to see justice 
done. T he com plainant desired a contin­ 
uance, because of the absence of his wife 
and another witness, the form er being de­ 
tained at hom e by a sick child, w hile the 
latter had not been subpenaed ; but it was 
agreed by the defense that they w ould ad­ 
m it w hat those witnesses were expected to 
testify to, and, at all events, if the witnesses 
were deem ed necessary, their testim ony 
could be taken later. 
The com plainant was th e first witness, 
and narrated the circum stances of his ar­ 
rest substantially as detailed in the com ­ 
plaint. 
H e said he was at F o u rth and K 
streets when he heard the loud talking, and 
first saw the difficulty between a m an and 
woman ; 
the wom an was trying to strike 
the m an : w ent out of curiosity to see the 
trouble, as any one m ig h t; 
officer McCor­ 
m ack stopped him as he was w alking away 
after the officers appeared on the scene, anil 
told him that he was w anted as a w itness; 
replied th at he had som ething else to d o ; 
the officer said he would" only have to go to 
the station-house and give his nam e and 
residence; 
at the jail M cCormack told of­ 
ficer Sullivan th at he was only brought 
down as a witness ; 
Lowell talked to Mc­ 
Cormack, and they then fold Sullivan to 
put a charge of disturbing the peace against 
him ; was searched and locked u p for two 
hours, when he m ade a deposit of his 
m oney and other property, and was allowed 
to go ; intended to go to San F ranciscothat 
m orning 
on 
m oney 
business ot 
his 
brother’s ; 
never had any trouble w ith of­ 
ficer L ow ell; knew the latter had bad feel­ 
ing toward him by his looks; the disturb­ 
ance between the m an and w om an took 
place on the southw est corner of F ourth 
and L streets ; 
did not talk to any one 
w hile looking at it, nor catch hold of am ­ 
one. 
Cross-exam ination—Got hom e the night 
before about 1 o'clock ; was at the store till 
8:30, then stood on J street talking with 
friends, and w ent to a saloon and played a 
couple of gam es of p o o l; was not under 
the influence of liq u o r: never was drunk 
in m y life : was not put out of a saloon 
th at "n ig h t; got up at 4 a. m.; reside at 
T w enty-eighth and L streets : crossed over 
to K at Tw enty-eighth street, and came 
down K to F ourth ; did not speak to the 
wom an and tell her I was an officer and 
would arrest her, nor try to pull her into 
the alley to fig h t: never spoke to L ow ell; 
told by bis looks that he had bad feeling 
against m e ; w hen we m et he did not look 
at m e as he would at other persons he 
m e t: had no feeling against him ; when 1 
left F ourth and L streets, w hen th e officers 
came, started to cross from southw est to 
southeast c o rn er; was going to the depot, 
and went th at wav to get out of th e crowd : 
had left nothing there to go a fte r: did not 
tell McCormack I was on m y way hom e 
and did n ot w ant 
to 
be 
m ixed 
up 
in 
such 
a c a s e ; 
the girl 
did 
not 
say anything to m e ; did not say anything 
about being an officer and taking any one 
to jail, nor to the alley to light ; was not 
near enough to put m y hand upon her. 
Re-direct—W as 
discharged 
w hen the 
case cam e up in C o u rt: officer McCormack 
testified, but Lowell did not. 
[Counsel for 
com plainant introduced the com plaint filed 
against H erm ann, show ing it was feigned 
and sworn to by Lowell.] 
To Mr. Brown—W as not on T hird street 
th at m orning, and did not go from T hird 
to F ourth ; did not tell the officers I was 
going to the Bay, but said I liad som ething 
to attend to. 
Dennis H agerty.sw orn—Am a horseslioer; 
bad trouble at F o u rth and L streets ; saw 
H erm ann there; he stood by a post, twelve 
or fifteen feet away ; did not h ear him say, 
or see him do, anything ; saw him there as 
I broke away from the w om an and stepped 
around the co rn er; don't know w hen he 
came, nor w here from ; there were several 
people standing on the corner aud across 
the street. 
Cross-exam ined—W as a little under the 
influence of liquor, but knew w hat 1 was 
doing ; 
was not d ru n k ; was not lighting 
the woman : she was trying to fight m e ; 
went into a saloon in the m iddle of the 
block and got a drink : she asked m e to 
treat, but I refused, saying I would if I had 
inore m oney; 
w ent out and she followed 
m e down to F ourth street, holding on to 
m y coat and abusing me, trying to tight 
me. and I couldn’t get away : bad ju st got 
Lee when officers cam e; 
saw H erm ann 
first leaning against a post; had been all 
around 
town 
during 
the 
n ig h t; 
the 
w om an’s nam e was Kate D ooley; she said, 
“ Hagerty. I can lick you, if you are a 
scrapper:” w asn't fighting her. 
Officer Sullivan 
testified th at McCor­ 
mack. when the party were brought in, 
said H erm ann was only a witness; subse­ 
quently Lowell spoke to McCormack for a 
m inute, and McCormack then said to nut a 
charge against H erm ann also; som e tim e. 
Íierliaps an hour, after being lccked up the 
atter said he was a m arried m an w ith a 
family, and had intended to go to San 
Francisco; after the prisoners were locked 
up heard the officers say, discussing the 
m atter, th at H erm ann had been egging the 
w om an on. 
T he prosecution rested, aud officer Mc­ 
Cormack took the stand for the defense; he 
and Lowell were going hom e, after report­ 
ing off watch, w hen they were told on Sec­ 
ond street, between K and L. th at there 
was a row at F ourth and L, ami had 
been for an hour; got to w ithiu forty 
feet of the parties creating 
the • dis­ 
turbance 
when 
they 
separated: 
they 
had been m aking a noise and talking 
loudly of fighting : H erm ann started on 
np L street, on the crossing : called to hyu 
two or three tim es to stop, and told him I 
did not w ant any foolishness; asked him 
w hat he was running away for ; he replied, 
“ I’m going hom e." 
After we arrived at 
the station-house, officer Lowell told m e 
th at on the way down he had been in 
form ed th at H erm ann was im plicated in 
the row, and he intended to pu t a charge 
against him : w ould have done so myself, 
ju st as he did, under the circumstances. 
H erm ann never said a word to m e about 
going to San Francisco until the next after 
noon, when I asked hint why he had not 
done so. 
H e did not have any overcoat or 
valise w ith h im ; 
he com plained 
that 
I-ow elldid it for spite: th in k Lowell acted 
as any officer w ould; thought H erm ann 
was half-full of w hisky at the tim e of the 
arrest; am sure he was talking w hen we 
came u p at Fourt h and L. 
A t his trial I 
testified th at it was m y im pression he was 
talking, but I did not know w hat he said 
m ean to testify the sam e thing now ; saw 
his lips m oving and heard him talking, but 
could not understand w hat he said, and 
w asn't trying to. 
A. W ertheim testified th at he kept the 
Louvre Saloon, on J stre e t: H erm ann was 
in the saloon Saturday n ig h t; seem ed to 
be under the influence of liquor; had 
trouble outside the door, on the sidewalk, 
about 1 o’clo ck ; went away, and cam e 
back w ith a friend about 2 o’clocK; when 
h e first cam e in, about 10 o’clock, he used 
such foul language th at I reproved him for 
it and m ade b im sto p ; told him th at 
would not have it in m y p lace; afterw ards 
be played pool aud stayed till 1 o’clock, 
and had a fight on the sidew alk : when he

Knew H erm ann and H agerty ; had a diffi­ 
culty Sunday m o rn in g ; 
H agerty com ­ 
menced abusing her in a saloon, and she 
went after him to the com er : H erm ann 
cam e up and said, “ I am an officer and I 
arrest you ;’’ I would not go w ith him and 
he caught hold o f m e and tore m y dress, 
and m ade m y arm black and b lu e; he 
said if I would no t go down I m ust go into 
the alley and fight it o u t; I was willing 
but H agerty was n o t; had seen both men 
before and knew who they w ere: w hen the 
officers cam e H erm ann started up L street; 
w hen Lowell was taking m e to the station- 
house I told him that H erm ann had just 
as m uch right to be arrested as I b a d ; I 
was not so very d ru n k —rem em ber e * r ’v- 
thing th at occurred; flight prettv easily 
som etim es ; don’t 
know w hether H er­ 
m ann was drunk 
or not—certainly he 
was not in his right senses. 
Captain of Police K archer testified that 
for a new ofticer, he never knew a better 
one than Lowell. H e was alw ays cautious, 
and, if in doubt, asked for advice. 
Chief of Police D illm an said that officer 
Lowell alw ays conducted him self well. 
Referring to 
H erm ann's testim ony and 
statem ents, he said that in a conversation 
w ith him he upraided H erm ann for being 
on L street at th at hour, and H erm ann 
answered that he lived at Tw enty-eighth 
and Lstreets, and come straight down L. 
Officer Lowell was next put upon the 
stand. 
H e gave the particulars concerning 
the advent of the officers upon the scene 
of the difficulty, and th at as they cam e un 
the parties were having a pulling and hauf- 
ing m atch, with an accom panim ent of noise 
and gestu re; K atie Dooley on the wav to 
station-house com plained th at H erm ann 
ought to be arrested, as he was urging the 
fight w ith H agerty, and had torn her dress; 
for th at reason he l w itn ess) preferred 
the charge; 
had no spite nor m alice; 
H erm ann never did him any harm , directly 
nor indirectly. 
A t tne tim e of the trial o"f 
witness’ father H erm ann's 
father-in-law 
wanted $2,000 from witness to leave the 
State and go to Europe, claim ing th at his 
testim ony m ight be very dam aging against 
the d efen d an t; if he got the m oney and did 
not get aw ay from the State, he would tes­ 
tify in Lowell’s fav o r; he didn't get any 
$2,000 to go to Europe on ; if there was any 
enm ity on H erm ann’s part against witness, 
it m .ght be because his folks did not get 
the funds for the journey. 
City A ttorney H art took the stand and 
testified as to the trial of H erm ann for dis­ 
turbing the peace. 
M cCormack’s testi­ 
m ony was so weak that witness m oved to 
dism iss the case: M cCormack only testified 
th at it was his im pression that H erm ann 
did som e talking, but could not tell what 
he said, and a person could not be con­ 
victed of disturbing the peace by sim ply 
moving the lips. 
None of the other parties 
testified. Katie Dooley pleaded guilty, and 
testim ony was introduced to show the ex­ 
tent of h er m isconduct. 
It had been sug­ 
gested that she be put on the stand, but 
witness thought it a trivial m atter: none 
of the pillars of society had been seriously 
disturbed, and the m atter was not gone into 
very fully. 
Officer Sullivan was recalled for the pros­ 
ecution, but his testim orv was m ore favor­ 
able to the other side. 
H erm ann was not 
staggering when brought in, but had evi­ 
dently been d rin k in g ; it was m ore notice­ 
able when he had been inside for aw hile 
than at first; noticed th at K atie Dooley’s 
dress was torn, and h er arm was black and 
blue. 
The case was subm itted w ithout argu­ 
m ent, and after a recess of five or ten 
m inutes M ayor Gregory read the following 
as the decision of the Board, all their sig­ 
natures being appended to i t : 
“ T he evidence, we think, fails to sus­ 
tain the charges alleged. 
W hile the com ­ 
plainant denies having been a participant 
in the ease of the peace disturbance, there 
is positive testim ony show ing th at he not 
only offensively participated therein, but 
that he represented him self as an officer, 
and encouraged the fighting in the public, 
street on Sunday m orning. 
T here is no 
testim ony show ing ill-feeling or m alice on 
the part of officer Lowell. T he testim ony 
shows that the officer was fully justified in 
m aking the arrest, and th at he did his duty 
in so doing. T he officer is therefore fully 
d . ” 
exonerated."

Buildings- 
and Obstructions to Sidewalks and Streets, and 
the city officers, in enforcing said ordinance, 
and that the thanks of this Executive Commit­ 
tee be and are hereby tendered to said sub­ 
committee and the Hon. Henrv L. Buckley, 
Police Judge; E. C. Hart, C ity'Attorney, and 
officers A. W. Starr and E. Franks, for tpe faith­ 
ful discharge of their duties in enforcing said 
ordinance, and that a copy of these resolutions 
he transm itted to eaeh of them. 
[Mr. Kiley stated last evening to a gentle­ 
m an, after the im provem ent m eeting had 
adjourned, th at he regarded the sign ordi­ 
nance as a good one, aud th at he should 
im m ediately have his drop-aw ning changed 
to comply w ith it.j 


El I. UNO OF THE SLOUOII. 
F ran k M iller said the m ain object o f the 
m eeting was to consider the question of 
filling C hina slough, 
lie said Mr. David­ 
son. who was present, had been w ith Von 
Schuiidt, was an engineer w ho understood 
liis business and was w illing to undertake 
th e filling of the slough. 
H e called upon 
Mr. Davidson to state his proposition. 
Mr. Davidson said he was w illing to pro­ 
ceed w ith the work a t the price nam ed iu 
Von Schm idt’s 
contract. 
U nlike Von 
Schm idt, however, he proposes to do the 
work during the high stage of the river in­ 
stead of at low water. 
It is stated that the 
railroad com pany .re ready to close the 
contract so soon as (he owners of the other 
portion of the slough, about one-tenth, are 
ready to guarantee the paym ent for their 
proportion of the work, which will am ount 
o about $9.0-»'. 
Mr. Davidson sa\ a there is 110 trouble at 
all about doing this work, and it can be 
accom plished in one season. 
If the neces­ 
sary arrangem ents can be made, bp will at 
once have liis dredger constructed aud get 
ready to com m ence w ith the first high 
w ater which usually conies dow n in De­ 
cember. The dredger w ill be one of im ­ 
proved pattern, and have a capacity of 400 
cubic yards an hour. H e says he will pro­ 
ceed with tiie w ork provided he is guaran­ 
teed pay for the lots on the north side of I 
street that w ill necessarily be filled while 
filling those of the railroad com pany. 
H e 
guarantees to do the work, and w ould file a 
bynd to th at effect. 
This proposition caused quite a discus­ 
sion. 
Every one was desirous of having 
the slough filled, but no one was ready to 
guarantee pay 111 ?nl 011 tbe lots in question. 
If they did, they would m ost likely litc-e 
to pay fo rit, a id the question that stag­ 
gered them was H ow are we to get our 
m oney back?” 
T his opened up several 
legal questions w l ieb were discussed a' 
length, and the speakers,in m any instances, 
wandered far irom ti e subject under dis­ 
cussion. Some w ere in favor of having 
the Trustees proceed at once to condem n 
the lots. O ther3 suggested th at tpe Beard 
of H ealth e-et,letup them and the Trustees 
have them tilled at the expense of the 
property. 
Others held th at the only way 
was to subm it tb e question to the people 
at an 
election, 
raise 
funds, condem n 
and 
buy 
th e property. 
A nother said 
the proposed dredger could not do the 
work, and if they m eant business they had 
b itter contract v.ith B. R .Crocker to fill the 
slough by hauling sand w ith teams. 
A n­ 
other gentlem an pulled a ponderous patent 
out of his pocket and said th at he had the 
genuine article of a dredger, that the one 
proposed was an infringm ent upon his 
patent, and he thought the citizens should 
build their own dredger after his plan and 
specifications. A nother gentlem en thought 
the whole business could 
be arranged 
w itbin tw enty-four hours, if the m eeting 
should appoint a com m ittee to wait upon 
the owners of these water lots. 
H e had no 
doubt but they would all sign a contract to 
pay for the work as soon as the m atter was 
properly laid before them . 
A nother said 
he thought it useless to waste tim e talking 
about i t ; the quickest and the best way 
was fcr about tw enty of the 1 a ling firms 
in the city to sign a contract guaran eeing 
paym ent on the lots, and then take the 
chances of m aking it out of the property. 
After listening to at least an hour of such 
discussion F ran k M iller, C hairm an of the 
Slough Committee, said the object of the 
m eeting had been accomplished. 
They 
wanted an expression of opinion upon the 
tilling of the slough, ami it now appeared 
to be favored unanim ously. There is a way 
to fill that slough ; there m ust be, if not we 
liad better move out of town. It will be some 
tim e before the dredger ta n be constructed. 
W hile these preparations are goin forward 
we can start a law suit or two if the m atter 
cannot be ia tia ’actorily arranged other­ 
wise. 
H e offered the following, w hich was 
unanim ously adopted : 
RcMlred. That the efforts of every m em ber f 
the Sacramento Improvement Association, and 
all the funds of the Asseciation, are hereby 
pledged towards the fil.ing of the slough. 
Dr. Sim m ons said the Board of H ealth 
had no control, as it was w ithout the 
boundaries of their jurisdiction. H e thought 
the correct and speedy way was to Lav* 
the Trustees condem n th e property at 
once. 
H e thought there should be an ex­ 
pression of the citizens at the polls on this 
m ost im portant m atter. 
A resolution was passed authorizing th e 
appointm ent of a com m ittee to solicit in 
w riting an agreem ent from the property- 
holders to pay for the tilling of these lots, 
and to proceed at once to condem n the 
property of those w ho refuse to comply 
w ith this request.

A G la n c e r M o n u m e n t. 
A modest 
monument has just been 
erected in the St. Helena cemetery over the 
grave of Theodore Glancey, the editor who 
was shot in Santa Barbara in 1880. Koran 
inscription it bears ihese words, being al­ 
most the last which Glancey uttered : “ I 
die for a principle, and would not go back 
on it now if 1 could.” It is a fact that 
Glancey died for a principle 
which is 
among the vital ones of this day. He was 
editing the Santa Barbara Press, anil his 
party nominated a candidate for district 
attorney of the county who was one of 
the representatives of the worst class of 
the "bhoy” element. H e was not a lit man 
to guard the peace and order of the com­ 
munity because there was no one who en­ 
gaged more frequently in disturbing them 
than he did. Glancey promptly denounced 
the nomination in the Press and refused to 
supDort it. Gray, the candidate in ques­ 
tion, met the editor and shot him , inflict­ 
ing a mortal wound. Before dying Glan­ 
cey made the memorable remark above 
quoted. He was a m artyr and his mur­ 
der represented an evil principle which is 
lodged in the political practices of the 
country and which exerts a powerful 
influence on the side of bad government. 
Gray represented 
the 
idea that even 
a bad man must receive the support of his 
party and its newspapers when he has 
managed, by ño matter what means, to 
obtain a nomination, and Glancey repre­ 
sented the idea that it is the right and duty 
of every cilir.en. but especially of every 
newspaper, to reject corrupt and disreputa­ 
ble candidates, by whatever party proposed. 
In the clash between these principles 
Glancey lost his life, much as Lovejoy lost 
his life in the clash between freedom and 
slavery. The cause for which this editor 
died was no old, out-worn one. but a cause 
which is fresh and living—the irrepressible 
conllict between good government and bad 
as it is being waged in our own times. 
Such an event as the death of Glancey 
ought to be commemorated in a more 
public manner than by a simple tombstone 
erected seven years after he died. There 
ought to be a public monumeffc erected at 
some conspicuous place in the city of Santa 
Barbara, and the newspaper men of the 
State are the proper persons to build it. Xo 
more important and interesting subject 
could engage the attention of the editorial 
convention which is to be held in San 
Francisco next month.—Oakland Inguirer.

Tempting as these prizes are, however, 
there is an honor which the contestants 
value more highly than the best of them, 
and that is to be among the top twenty in 
the grand aggregate; for this means !>eing 
one of those lucky fellows who will the 
following year be sent by the Government 
across the ocean to try their skill in marks 
manship against the riflemen of Great 
Britain, India and Australia, uj)«n the his­ 
toric Wimbledon Common.— Oxleyin Amer­ 
ican Magazine for September.
